Audio-visual aids have changed the format 
of math classes the past year. Most of the 
teachers have employed the overhead projec¬ 
tors and models in their attempts to make 
their subjects more readily understood. The 
shift from paper-backed to hard-backed text¬ 
books seemed to indicate the permanent ac¬ 
ceptance of modern math in the regular 
curriculum. As in the past, the department 
offered a five year program in math, through 
calculus. Next year, the calculus class will 
be offered in the high school, so students will 
not be in college classes. 

The move to the new school meant many 
improvements for the several classes of the 
science departments. Laboratory facilities for 
use by the high school alone were introduced 
for the first time. A special feature in the 
new classrooms and labs is the moveable mir¬ 
ror for use in demonstrations. Tabletops and 
lighting are both better in the new labs than 
in the university ones. Seven years of science 
are now offered at U High, including two 
years each of biology, chemistry, and physics. 
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Few Changes Visible in English Curriculun 


Keeping up with the nation-wide trend, many new 
things have been added to the language department. 

A new teaching method was used by Dr. Levengood on 
the French I students. This technique consisted of using 
movies of French people speaking native French. Also dif¬ 
ferent in the department was the presence of a French IV 
class. 

Both Spanish I and II are taught by Mr. Zelson. He be¬ 
lieves in conveying language to the class by speaking, writ¬ 
ing, and reading. One aspect the Spanish II students like is 
the speaking of Spanish in the classroom. 

German students this year had a new teacher, Dr. 
Fuehrer, who brought with him an entirely different style of 
teaching. Dr. Fuehrer commented: "The learning of a 
foreign language has two basic purposes: to learn about the 
culture and thought of another people, and to better under¬ 
stand our native English. " 

A new teacher has been added to the Russian staff, Miss 
Bump. She teaches the practical application of Russian, 
thus stressing mostly vocabulary and speaking in the class¬ 
room. 

The English department has concentrated on the same 
methods of teaching as they have in previous years.

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Social Science and Speech 
Provide Many Opportunities 


Social science classes are designed to help students 
gain skills and attitudes to appreciate the forces that 
make the world what it is. For example, the overall 
objective of sociology is to provide a deeper under¬ 
standing of basic factors which underlie the existence 
of freedom, equality of opportunity, and political 
stability in American society. U High’s economics 
classes have some basic tasks. Two important ones are 
to introduce economic concepts and theories and to 
examine some current value judgments about economic 
policy questions. The purpose of our world history 
courses is to delve into the processes that make man 
tick. A new approach to world history which will be 
followed in the future is that of viewing the course 
from the economist’s point of view. A model civiliza¬ 


tion will be set up and then applied to different soci¬ 
eties. This will provide for more than just a cultural 
concept of world history. 

Speech is a process of oral communication, think¬ 
ing on your feet, and stating your opinions so that 
others can understand and react. The fundamentals of 
these aspects are what is covered in the elementary 
speech course. Advanced speech deals with the polish¬ 
ing of these fundamentals along with the development 
of special types of speeches. The discussion and debate 
course offered at U High promotes the development of 
logical argument. Our dramatics course provides the 
ppportunity to learn the fundamentals of acting, to un¬ 
derstand the structures of the drama, and to give the 
student the criteria with which to judge a performance.
